Far Better Than Annual Upheav- 


al Formerly Known as House- 


Cleaning, 


One woman says that housekeeping 


is the most delightful, easiest work in 
the world if yon know how to do it— 
and throw over 
tradition. There's 


such a lot in that!. For instance, time 
was when every good housekeeper 
turned her house upside down and her 
family into the streets, very nearly, 
with a spring house-cleaning. 
I sup- 


pose there 
are 
still 
old-fashioned 


"sot" housekeepers wl),o maintain it's 
the only way. Every curtain and car- 
pet and smallest drapery was beaten 
find cleaned within an inch of. its life, 
and every drawer aud .cupboard was 
made to give up Its secrets. And in 
the, middle of It all sat a disconsolate 
family. 
The latter-day housekeeper 


never has one of these cleanings, for 
the whole house is kept in perfectly 
good 
condition without this annual 


awful upheaval, and she even does 
without a weekly upheaval, for, says 
the modern woman, "what is a sweep- 
ing but a stirring up of dust from 
carpet or rugs to settle on furniture?" 
livery day each hardwood floor is care- 
fully gone over with a good brush, 
which has a Jiollow handle in which 
is a receptacle for oil, which, by 
means of a spring In the handle, is 
forced out drop by drop. This takes 
up every particle of dust, leaving the 
floor shining fyid bright and not hor- 
ridly oily to the smell, as is evident 
when the floor has an oil treatment 
.occasionally. And then very often the 
rugs and hangings lire taken out of 
doors for a good beating. It certajuly 
is energy saving! I fancy in the coun- 
try women are still slaying at their:

Hardwood floors 


may not be possibilities in old country

lost their luster and grown very dim. 
Unfortunately, It's too Into, to do any- 
thing now, I'm afraid, except to take 
off the trimmings that will unscrew 
and replace them with now ones, or 
else send it away to be entirely re- 
burnished. 
In the days of splendid 


solid brass It could he cleaned with all 
kinds of things, such as Halt and vine- 
gar, which T fancy Is what this cor- 
respondent used, but most of the brass 
beds one buys nowadays are a thin 
veneer or some other metal, and the 
only way one dares treat them is with 
a dally rubbing with a flannel or old 
silk cloth. 
This procedure will, how- 


ever, keep the brass In good condition 
for several years.

Laces that are embroidered with silk 


and colora, tinsel or gold and silver 
should be spread out smoothly on a 
clean piece of calico and cleaned care- 
fully wit.Jl a soft brush dipped In spir- 
its of wltio. 
If silk lace- is much dis- 


colored it should bu soaked in hot 
milk for three hours before washing. 


No starch must bo used and the lace 


must be kept very carefully covered 
whilst Ironing. Stains on gold lace 
can he removed by boiling the lace in 
hydrochloric acid, slightly diluted with 
water. 


The acid will dissolve and remove 


the verdigris and leave the gold unin- 
jured.

It is construct- 


ed mainly of Held stones, laid with

tails. On the oast facade Is the chaij 
neterlstic haltleincntcri tower,

belfry and low spire.

the choir and organ chamber, directly 
hack of which is the tfimctiiary. 


The main entrance is In the tower,

STILL IN EXISTENCE. 


Warm but Rainy Climate Calls for 


Light and Waterproof Hou»c»— 


Ancient Rites Still Practiced 


by the Natives. 


Among the most distinctive homes 


of the far East are those of the Ma- 
lays who inhabit the island oh wliich 
the British city of Singapore is. built. 
The town, beside the .great marine 
highway between India and China, is 
modern; the houses in the country a 
iiiiie from it are as ancient as the his- 
tory of the land Itself. They have not 
changed In style in a thousand years, 
and probably will not in a thousand 
more. 


On the Malay peninsula the weather 


is always svarm and several rnopths 
in the year it Is rainy. In such a cli- 
mate a house must be both light and 
waterproof. These two properties the 
natives seem* with the simplest mate- 
rials', ready to their hand in the lush 
forest growth'vall around them. 


They "make- the frames of their 


houses of light,- strong trees, planting 
the timbers firmly in the ground. Be- 
tween the uprights are 'fitted ^squares 
of bark, reinforced with light slats of 
split bamboo, to which the bark is 
laced with roots of fiber. 


The roof is thatched, lightly, but in 


;•. manner to keep out the heavieot 
downpour of rain, with the leaves of 
the atap palm, which are laced in lay- 
ers to the rafters. 


The floor Is made of split bamboo, 


laid .flat side upward. 


The bouse, as In most eastern coun- 


tries except China1 and Japan, is rais- 
ed from the ground several feet, for 
the double purpose of keeping out 
damp alnd prowling beasts. 


It is a-'sweet,-.light and airy habita- 


tion, better than a: white man could 
devise for such a country, and an ideal

A Malay House Near Singapore. 


home for the little brown people of 
the woods and shore. 


In. the Malay home furniture is lim- 


ited. In fact, there is hardly any, as 
the lloor serves for seats, tables and 
beds. 
It is covered with soft, sweot- 


smelling mats, made from grasses or 
vegetable fiber,., and on these the fam- 
ily sleep. In such a warm climate bed 
covering at night Is not needed. Thua 
the housewife's worry about bedding 
Is not great. 


The culinary arrangements of a Ma- 


lay home, while much more advanced 
than those of the sea Islands across 
the straits, are primitive. 
Staple ar- 


ticles of diet are rice, yams, eggs and 
fish. Cooking Is done out of doors, or 
under a protecting shack of pafm leaf 
in wet weather. A few primitive clay 
pots are the kitchen outfit. Roasting 
Is dono over live coals, and of baking 
there is scarcely any, since bread is 
not a part of the family diet. 


Sweet cocoanut milk, from young 


nuts, is the' chief drink of the people, 
and one of the first acts of entertain- 
ment when a visitor arrives is to send 
a boy up a tree to throw down some 
young nuts to supply him a drink of 
milk.
